CHICAGO, Aug. 6— (AP; 


—Grain prices swept upward 
to r.ew high marks for the 
year .today as a splurge o?' 
speculative buying on reports 
of increasing damage to corn 
and Canadian, wheat engulfed 
the market. 


Wheat rose to a peak of $1.13 Vi 
cents a bushel for May, up 4 5-8 
from Saturday's finish, almost the 
limit gain allowed by trading rules, 
and then settled back to a close just 
a fraction under high. September 
deliveries went to a top of $1.08%, 
almost a cent above the season's 
high mark established during the 
early June buying rush, and 21 cents 
above the year's low. 
Broad public buying was in evi- 


dence. Small orders deluged the pits 
soon after the opening. Some trad- 
ers said speculative interest today 
was- the largest it has been in some 
time. 


Winnipeg And Liverpool Closed. 
With both Winnipeg and "Liver- 


pool markets closed, bulls found an 
additional incentive to buy in up- 
turns at Rotterdam and Buenos 
Aires. 
A hot wave in parts of the corn 
belt in Texas, Oklahoma, Kansas. 
Nebraska, Iowa.and the Dakotas was 
given much attention. 


Corn gained 1% to 2ir cents to a 
high of 75 for September deliveries, 
3% cents above the previous peak, 
and closed a fraction under that fig- 
ure. Oats advanced 1% to 3 cents. 
Rye and barley were Tip-"about four 
cents. 


MOST LIVESTOCK 
DROUTH REGIONS 


Anderson Reports Feed 


Situation Becoming 


More Critical. 


Most of Nebraska's livestock will 


have to go. a sacrifice to a drouth 
that has destroyed the state's feed 
crops and sent soaring prices for 
what feed there is, A. E. Anderson, 
state and federal agricultural sta- 
tistician, declared in a statement 
Monday. The statement was pre- 
pared for release before Anderson 
left Saturday for Washington to sit 
on the August crop reporting board. 
"Many farmers are pasturing their 
corn and when that is gone, they 
will be out of feed," Anderson de- 
clared. "Owing to the difficulty of 
getting hay and 
also the 
high 
prices, it appears that most of the 
livestock in the drouth counties will 
have to go. This situation prevails 
over the greater part of Nebraska'. 
Unfortunately, similar 
conditions 
are reported for most of the west- 
em half of the United States in- 
cluding considerable portion of the 
corn belt states." 
Anderson expressed 
doubt that 


many appreciate the full signifi- 
cance of the "calamity which has 
befallen a large part of the country. 
It appears the country is facing a 
most drastic reduction 
in cattl; 
population. Nebraska cannot begin 
to finish this year's pig crop and 
it appears the same situation pre- 
vails in other corn belt states." 


Corn in northeastern, southwest- 


em and south central Nebraska, 
where good rains had brought it 
through'the first part of the sum- 
mer, has succumbed to drouth rav- 
age. Anderson said. In the north- 
eastern area, the most favored in 
the state as regards rainfall, com 
is deteriorating" considerably, and 
part ol it was hopeless two weeks 
ago, he declared. 
Corn which was "very good" in 
southwestern and south central Ne- 
braska a month ago as a result or 
good June rains, fc now extremely 
poor, or abotit the same as the rest 
nf the south Plattc area. White 
jome late com still has a chance, 
earlier corn will not even make 
pood lorage and some will be prac- 
tically useless lor forage.

Of Mercury. 


Reports of hard rains at Ceresco 


and 
Wahoo 
were received here 


early Monday afternoon. 


The mercury stayed at 100 at 1 


and 2 o'clock Monday afternoon in 
Lincoln. 


Hea.t again 
became the chief 
topic of conversation for Nebraskans 
as the latest furnace-like 
blasts 
seared their way Monday for the 
third day across parched and sun- 
baked prairies. 
Clouds did their best during the 
morning - to relieve a much mis- 
treated humanity. The fierce sun 
got in the first punch, hurling the 
mercury to 95 degrees at 10 oclock. 
Not daunted, the clouds threw 
themselves into action with a vigor 
that held the temperature in check 
at that point until 11:30 oclock. 
Here the sun succeeded in smashing 
aside- the fleecy covering and, with 
seeming-, malicious glee, pushed -the 
"thermometer up to 102 at noon. 
Still fighting, the clouds came back 
to repress the mercury to 100 at 
12:30 oclock. 
After a high in Lincoln of 109 de- 
grees at 3 'o'clock 'Sunday afternoon, 
the mercury was up "to 89 degrees at 
8 o'clock Monday, morning. 
The 
temperatures lowest point was 84 
degrees, recorded at 6 o'clock. 
Humidity Ix>w. 


Residents of-the-city found Sun- 


day one of the mpst stifling days of 
the entire summer, but the weather 
bureau reported discomfort could 
have been even greater except for a 
relatively low humidity. A humidity 
reading of 16 per cent for the night 
was particularly. low,' it was said. 
Yet hundreds of people slept out- 
doors to gain a little comfort. 
Light rains splattered parts of

The administration's job-providing, 
health-building experiment — the j 
CCC!—today reached new peaks in I 
number of camps, enrollments and 
families benefitting from checks 
sent home by the youthful workers. 


Officials said there were now 351,- 


300 men in 1,643 camps and 315,000 
families receiving allotment checks. 
These families get checks aver- 
aging between $22 and $25 each 
month. 
In many instances the 


checks^have permitted a reduction 
'in" regular" relief expenditures for 
the families. Some have been re- 
moved entirely from relief'rolls. 


By the end of the week CCC of- , 


ficials said 360.000 workers would' 
be members of the 
conservation 
corps. While a strength of 370,000 
is authorized, approximately 10,000 
are dropping out monthly to take 
jobs in private enterprise. 
These 
are being replaced by new mem- 
bers. 
One hundred of the 172 camps 
being established in drouth states 
are now occupied. All of the 50,000 
enrolled from drouth areas have 
been brought into the corps, but 
approximately 10.000 are still at 
conditioning camps. 
The drouth program added 45.000 
families to those benefitting from 
CCC checks.

Opera House Packed. 


His solemn oration was heard by 


a crowd which packed the Kroll 
opera house. Outside, a cold rain 
fell. The crowd paid no attention 
to it. Although the speech was not 
delivered until noon, great masses 
of 
persons 
swarmed about 
the 


chancellery where Hitler was put- 
ting the finishing touches on his 
speech during the morning. 


The opera house was swathed in 


black crepe and profusely garland- 
ed-with evergreens inside, from the 
black rostrum, lined with laurel 
trees and white lillies, a marble 
bust of the dead Von Hindenburg 
looked out upon the throng. Hitler's 
words were carried to the masses 
of humanity outside in the Koenigs- 
panatz by numbers of loud speak- 
ers.

fight again except in self defense." 
"If it rests with Germany," Hit- 


ler said, "war will not come again. 
This country has a more profound 
impression than any other of the 
evils war causes." 


Questioned on the Austrian situ- 


ation, the 
chancellor 
said, "we 


shall not attack Austria, but we 
cannot prevent Austrians seeking 
to restore their ancient connection 
with Germany. 


"Anschluss (union of the two 
countries) is not a problem of the 
present day. Austrian independence 
lies outside all discussion and no- 
body questions it. 


"It is natural that Germans of 


Austria should incline toward union 
with Germany, but we all know 
this. The aim is impossible at pres- 
ent, because opposition to it from 
the rest of Europe would be too 
great."

pigs have been modified to permit 
contract signers to make unlimited 
purchases without reference to lo- 
cation or status of seller of such 
pigs during the period, August 1- 
November 30. Originally the pro- 
ducer could not increase the num- 
ber of pigs bought in 1934 above 
the adjusted average number in 
1932-33.The new ruling will give an 
outlet to feeder pigs which have 
been selling unusually low through- 
out the state. 


Under the second ruling, which 
will prove highly beneficial to farm- 
ers in case rains come soon, prac- 
tically any crop can be planted in 
1934 
without restriction if pastured 


or harvested for hay on land cov- 
ered by a corn-hog'contract. 
P. H. Stewart, extension agronom- 
ist at the college of agriculture says 
the latter ruling will be highly bene- 
ficial to farmers only if rains fall 
soon. At the present time,, he says, 
it is useless to prepare the land 
and seed any crops. However, when 
rains do come farmers will be urged 
strongly to plant rye for fall and 
spring pasture. Many farmers, it is 
thought, may also plant wheat for

fit farmers, averaged today at Chi- 
cago 21 per cent higher than a year 
ago and 83 per cent higher than two 
years ago. 
Wheat prices are approximately 


93 per cent higher than two years 
ago while only 6 per cent higher 
;han a year ago. September delivery 
of wheat on the board of trade 
closed at $1.04%-%, near the season s 
peak in June, and 50 cents better 
;han on Aug 6, 1932. 
The price gain over 1932 in corn is 


even greater. September corn, now 
far above the 45 cents a bushel 
.evel at which the government 
loaned money in the spring on 
sealed corn, closed Saturday 
at 


72%-1-j. or 40 cents higher than the 
figure for August 6, 1932. The gam 
is 125 per cent. With corn prices 
now around the year's peak, there 
is a 38 per cent improvement over 
year ago figures. 
The nominal top for hogs Satur- 


day at Chicago was $5 10, not in- 
cluding 
the 
$2.25 per. hundred 


pounds government processing tax, 
which with payments of benefits to 
fanners pending, is routed to the 
producer.

Fernald's book also includes anto- 
nyms, which is an additional ad- 
vantage. 
Soule is somewhat dis-

STRESS LAID ON 


SAVING FODDER 


Gramlich Urges Farmers 


Immediately 
Cut 


Damaged Corn. 


Making the prediction that corn 


silage, fodder and other roughages 
probably will be shipped 200 to 300 
miles this winter for livestock feed, 
Prof. H. J. Gramlich, state director 
of the federal drouth cattle buying 
program, Monday pleaded with Ne- 
braska farmers to lose no time in 
cutting damaged corn. 


His statement followed a cattle 


conference at the University of Ne- 
braska college of agriculture, when 
field workers brought in stories of 
deteriorating corn growth in all 
sections of the state. 


Save All Fodder. 
"Farmers in more favored areas 


or even those without livestock but 
with some immature corn can near- 
ly rest assured there will be a 
market for silage and fodder this 
winter and it is absolutely -impera- 
tive that every acre of corn which 
has no chance of making a crop 
be cut and cut immediately," he 
said. 


E. H. Taylor, editoi of a national 


farm magazine, who sat in at the 
conference, 
voiced even stronger 
sentiment for the 
conserving of 


roughages. 


The lowest estimates of the 1934 
corn crop are far too high," he 
said. Taylor has been in all middle- 
western states and reiterated Gram- 
lich's plea for conservation of the 
roughages. He urged farmers to cut 
every "spear" available. 


Purebred Cattle Problem. 


Looking to the purebred livestock 
situation, Gramlich asked agncul- 
"ture agents of the extension service 
outstate to find out definitely about 
farmers and cattlemen who 
will 


have to dispose of their breeding 
stock due to the drouth. This infor- 
mation will be complied immediate- 
ly and sent to farmers in the more 
favored areas who have already sig- 
nified their interest in either buy- 
ing or wintering the stock. 


The 
continued severity of the 


drouth has brought many owners of 
high grade and purebred cattle face 
to face with the problem of selling 
or moving much of their livestock 
to other sections because of 
the 
scarcity of fall and winter feed, 
Gramlich said.

states, relief officials said today. 


They are studying all suggested 


power and irrigation 
projects as 


well as the possibility of digging 
wells and constructing 
reservoirs. 


They will report their recommenda- 
tii)ns to Administrator Harry L 
Hopkins or to Acting Administrator 
Aubrey Williams 


Plans for surplus water conser- 


vation as well as those for raising 
water levels fit in with those of 
other 
governmental 
departments, 


such as the forest service's program 
of constructing a huge tree shelter 
belt from North Dakota to Texas. 


The relief administration pro- 


gram coincides with recommenda- 
tions made to congress last session 
by a special presidential committee, 
which presented 
the nation-Tide 


plan of water conservation, power 
development and inland navigat'on 


Among the recommendations of 


the presidential 
committee were 


improvement of the Platte river in 
Nebraska by diversion of the Colo- 
rado river waters across the con- 
tinental divide and by impounding 
in numerous reservoirs the water 
immediately available in the Platte 
vallej;

Missouri region, and the restoration 
of the water level of Devil's lake 
in North Dakota and the diversion 
of Missouri river water.

Indicate Fanners There In 


More Distress. 


Indication that the southern part 


of the county is feeling the drouth 
more severely than the northern 
part was seen Monday by E. R. 
Fuchser, Waverly, who is m charge 
of listing cattle in Lancaster coun- 
ty for purchase by the federal gov- 
ernment. 


Mr. Fuchser bases his opinion on 


the much heavier offerings of cat- 
tle to date in the southern pre- 
cincts. "After buying 416 cattle at 
Hickman last week, we already 
have 212 listed for the sale a week 
from 
Tuesday," 
the 
purchasing 


director pointed out. By comparison, 
there are only slightly over 200 
head offered for the sale at Davey 
this Tuesday. Farmers in the mid- 
dle section of the county have list- 
ed 112 animals to date for the sale 
at the Burlington yards here Fri- 
day. 
This has been the first indication 


of any marked difference in the 
effects of the drouth in various 
sections of the county, Mr. Fuchser 
declared. He said that the farmers 
in the Hickman vicinity are com- 
plaining both of lack of feed and 
insufficient water. 


In the five sales held in the 


county since buying started July 
17, the government has taken 1,368 
head of cattle off the hands of 
distressed 
farmers. Mr. Fuchser 


pointed out there is no basis to 
complaints heard in some quarters 
that a considerable number of ani- 
irals are needlessly placed in the 
condemned list. "Of the 1.368 head, 
there have been only 48 condemned 
and 40 of those were calves too 
small to stand a trip to market," 
he said.

Green Says City Execu- 


tives Viewing Unem- 
ployment With Alarm. 
ATLANTIC CITY, N. J.. Aug. 6— 


Declaring that the executives of all 
executives of large cities in the 
country are viewing with alarm the 
unemployment situation next win- 
ter, William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, ex- 
pressed Wmself today in favor of 
the restoration of the civil works 
administration. 
He said unemployment was still 
a major problem and he estimated 
10,000,000 unemployed remain in the 
country. 
.. . 


- 
Green, who is here to attend a 
10-day conference of the executive 
council of the A. F. of L., stated 
that the present meeting of the 
council is the most important held 
this year. The council he said, will 
draft many of the reports to oe 
made at the annual meeting of the 
A. F. of L. in October. 
_ . 
"The national recovery adminis- 
tration, its policies, and the effects 
it is having on labor, will be among 
the subjects taken up." Green said. 
Unemployment Problem. 


"But we regard the problem of 


unemployment as of outstanding im- 
portance, although the NRA has re- 
duced that unemployment to some 
extent," he added. "It has no doubt 
created opportunity for three or 
four million people. When the peak 
of the unemployment situation was 
reached in 1931, there were more 
than 13,000,000 idle persons in this 
country. 
"Since then, a reduction of hours 
and the stimulus given employment 
through the various codes of fair 
practice, have returned many to 
•work but unemployment is still a 
major problem. There are now ap- 
proximately 10,000,000 out of work 
and many of these are getting relief 
through 'funds contributed by the 
federal government. The situation is 
serious and is proving a great bur- 
den to the government. 
"The executives of all large cities 


of the country are deeply worried 
over the situation and ii, is one 
which they are finding it hard to 
meet adequately." 
Green expressed the opinion that 
a better condition could only come 
by the creation of greater work op- 
portunities and the reduction of un- 
employment to a minimum.

Figs do not grow on thistles in 


Nebraska, any more than they did 
in 
ancient 
Palestine; 
but 
the 
thistles are nevertheless beinc made 
to serve the needs of Nebraska 
farmers In this year 
of unpre- 


cedented drouth. 
Land Commissioner H. P. Conk- 


lin reports that he saw a farmer 
in the south part of Adams counfy 
last week out In one of his fields 
harvesting Russian thistles to serve 
as fodder for his live stock in place 
of the corn he failed to raise. 


Thistles Only Survivors. 


"The thistles were the only green 
thing left on his place," Conklin 
declared. "The farmer was pulling 
them out by the roots and loadnii 
them on his hayrack, which had 
a pretty good load ready for haul- 
ing in to the barn." 
Some of the farmers arouiid Lin- 


coln have also been saving the Rus- 
sian thistles, which ordinarily are 
counted as weed pests and syste- 
matically destroyed. 
The plants 
contain a fair percentage of nutri- 
ment, and their resistance to drouth 
conditions has enabled them to sur- 
vive where regularly planted crops 
burned up. 


Wild sunflowers in fields and 


meadows and along roadsides is an- 
other volunteer crop that will be 
harvested in many parts of the 
state during the next few weeks. 
Thes? have made a rank growth 
and will blossom and ripen in late 
August and September. The stalks ' 


and leaves are worthless as forag-J. 
but the heads are filled with oily 
seeds which can be used as substi- 
tutes for grain, so far as they go. 
Tame sunflowers are often raised 
bv farmers 
and 
gardeners 
for 


chicken feed. 


Save Cornstalk!). 


A great deal of corn whose top. 


havt been withered in the scorch 
ing sun and on that account wil 
bear no ears, but which still ha 
green stalks and leaves, is being cu 
and put into trench silos for feed 
ing next winter.

Transfer of the police depart- 


ment telephone switch board to the 
second floor of headquarters will 
effect a saving of $25 per month 
and at the same time give the ad- 
dition of five new trunk telephone 
lines, according to Police Captain 
Paul Shively. The transfer is to be 
made this week. 


The 
saving, 
Shively 
said, 
is 


brought about by the eliminat'on 
of several dial "out" phones which 
have been used in upstairs offices 
at headquarters.
